Formal announcement that such. a 
merger would take place in the imme- 
diate future was made yesterday after~ 
noon by Eugene G, Grace for the Bethle- 
hem ‘Steel Cerporation' and Moses Tay- 
lor for the Lackawanna Steel Company. 

The announcement, entifely unexpected 
in the finaricial district, was a surprise 
to independent steel makers, and, espe- 
cially to the other independents who had 
been counting upon both Lackawanna 


parts of the “seven company combina-~ 
tion.’”” In Wall Street it was not gen- 
erally. known that such a merger ‘would 
take plate until fifteen minutes before 
the market closed, but the stock of both 
corporations responded vigorously to the 
developments.

When the victim’ of the attack viewed 
MacArthur an hour _later at Police 
Headquarters, however, she déclared he 
was hot the guilty man, When the detec- 
tives discovered that a inistake had been 
made they sought to free MacArthur by 
a nin him fore Magistrate 
Chariés Oberwager in the Night ourt, 
but ‘the Magistrare refused to act in the 
matter, explaining the man was cha 
with a felony and therefore must be 


arraigned ‘before a Magistrate in the 
morning. ‘ 
Try To Get Prisoner, Freed. 

The detectives had. reqvies Mac- 
Arthur’s discharge, saying the victim of 
the attack in Montclair had déclared he 
was innocent, and they appeared to be 
disappointed at the Magistrate’s decision. 
Then they left the Night Court with 
their prisoner for Police Headq ers. 

When the detectives ap at Police 
Headquarters with MacArtfur shortly 
before 6 o’clock, they were ined by 
Walter Godfrey, Captain of tectives 
under Prosecutor John O. pigiew of 
Essex County. Godfrey hdd muni- 
cated with Lieutenant Gegan two. hours 
before, it was » and requested..the 
arrest of MacArthur.

Delaney of the Depart- 
ment of Docks, said four simila> appli- 
cations had ben recefved for the same 
pier, from the Cunard, White Star, 
French and’ Hamburg-American _ lines.

REVOLTS AGAINST THE TARIFF. 

It is little to say that the Senate 
Tariff. bill is not popular with. the 
country. Many of its expected _de- 
fenders are suspiciously Iukewarm in 
approying it; while a large number of 
newspapers hitherto stanchly  protec- 
tionist are openly in revolt) against it.

“ pieces: of the department stores in 
“favor of free trade.’’ The innocent 
North Dakota. Senator was blissfully 
mnaware that at least one of the news- 
papers mentioned carries almost no ad- 
vertisements of the kind he spécifies. 
Moreover, the other Republican papers 
which are now urging the Senate to 
drop its Tariff bill altogether, or radi- 
cally to cut down its high protective 
duties, have had’the department store 
advertising for many years. This did 
not, prevent them from advocating a 
protective tariff when they thought it 
was good’for the country, The pres- 
ent bill they consider out of date and 
harmful, and are frank.to say so.

THE RAILROAD LABOR BOARD. 
The Railroad Labor Board has an⸗ 
nounced the principles on which it will 
decide thirty-six casés involving sey- 
enteen railways The principles gov 
erning continental systems are discoy- 
ered and disclosed if the case of a 
local railway unknown to the ‘public, 
It had contracted with a company to 
do certain shopwork, and the condl- 
tions of. work varied from those es 
tablished by the board. Originally, 
thé case.was between the railway and 
the men who lost their jobs through 
the outside contract. The decision 
converts the dispute into one between 
the railways of the country and the 
board, which was created to adjust 
disputes between the railways and 
their workers. 

According to. the decision, the’ con- 

tract was ‘‘illegal’’ because the 
workers under it ceased te be railway 
workers, and the board thus lost its 
jurisdiction to adjust disputes between 
the railways and their men, If such 
contracts are allowed, then, the board 
says, ‘‘ the entire Transportation act 
“ean be nullified, and the will of Con- 
“ gress set at naught.’’ The intention 
of Congress was to prevent strikes 
contrary to public-interest: Strikes of 
workers on railway work under con- 
tract are equally contrary to public 
interest. Therefore the Board “ en- 
joins ’’ the railway from further ex- 
ecution .of.the contract, extends the 
‘board's working conditions-to the con- 
tract workers, and will consider claims 
for reinstatement of the railway work- 
ers who lost their jobs. 
“Thus the board’ ‘enacts national 
working condition’ without negotiation 
between the railways and their men. 
It interprets law as though it were a 
court. Originally, it thought that its 
powers were advisory merely. A Fed- 
eral court has confirmed the board's’ 
opinion on this point, and held the} 
board subject tothe courts. The Su- 
preme Court of Mississippi has de- 
cided that the board’s decisions. are 
binding, and can be enforced, but only 
by court procedure, not by the board's 
own mandate. 

It is clear that the nationalizing of 
railway working conditions is a long 
step toward nationalizing the railways 
themselves. That is the objective of 
‘some railway workers, particularly of 
those who promoted the original work- 
ing agreements. The railways argued 
that the national agreements expired 
with Government operation of the rail- 
ways. ‘The board said that it could 
not decide disputes about working con- 
ditions without ‘establishing principles 
covering many contested. points. But 
there-arose disputes, and the railways 
sought relief in two ways. They made 
agreements with their own men. Sec- 
ondly, they contracted ‘for others to do 
their work with their own men. This 
was merely 9 return to the practice of} 
some railways which. was ended by the 
conditions of the Civil War. It was 
revived after the World War. There 
was such a glut of traffic, and such 
inadequacy of good order equipment, 
that,expense was no oject in getting 
repairs~made for the ‘service of the 
The board-has found that too 
many millions were spent in that man- 
ner, but that there was no sinister pur- 
pose in what was done. Conditions have 
so altered that economy now is of first 
importance. In the words of the Joint 
Commission on Agricultutal Inquiry, 
‘* In the public interest the railroad 
‘industry must rest upon- its own 
** foundations, and its revenues must 
** be so constructively regulated - that 
“* their operations will produce enough 
‘*4o pay fair wages, cost of ‘materials, 
‘* taxes, meet fixed charges, pay a fair 
** dividend, and leave a fair margin to} 
** attract investors of new capital.’’

As usual—in the successful cases—-the 
method ‘of detection was simple, and its 
success was largely due.to the. unintel- 
Ugence of ‘tthe criminals. Of the few 
men who could have substituted a pack- 
age of worthless paper for another full 
of valuable securities, all were watched, 
and before long suspicion was fixed on 
one of them by his own behavior. Too 
soon he thought the hunt for the bonds’ 
had been given up. in despair, and he 
wrote an incriminating letter to his ac- 
complices. That letter the detectives 
intercepted and read. ‘Then they hur- 
ried to St. Augustine, and in that 
charming little city they cleared up the 
whole mystery. 

It was good work, well . done, “and 
ought to be a warning to others who 
meet the temptation to steal. It would 
be, if only warning were necéssary to 
prevent them from utilising their op- 
portunities for betrayal of trust. More 
than that, however, is required, for 
those who yield lack the capacity to 
estimate their chances of detection and 
punishment. That,’ among other rea- 
sons, is why they’ succumb, and it also 
is why thievery is almost always an un- 
profitable occupation. In it, even success 
is, failure, for when property_is stolen it 
suffers a terrible diminution of value in 
the thief’s ‘hands, owing to the dif- 
ficulty of disposal ahd the heavy tolls 
he has*to pay. to all who help him.

” Last year-I was in England, and my boy 
Was pélsoned by the milk. Every drop 
ef their milk \was poisoned by colon bacilla: 
Ten per cent.of the milk had tywberculosia 
germs.’’ 

Dr. Copeland being. a sapeciélist in. this 
matter, and speaking from what must be 
assumed to be~positive knowledge obtained, 
on the spot, His dictum.is not for a layman 
to question. But a layman may be justified 
in wondering why, in the face of the condi- 
tidns hé recites, the Weekly Bulletin of the 
New York City ‘Health dated 
Oct. 15, 1921, shows on page 2 that’ in 
@ondon for the year 1920 the death rate per 
1,000 births for infants under one year of 
age was seventy-six, whereas in the same 
column the death rate for New York City is 
eighty-five. Further, if 10 per cent. of the 
milk in London shows tuberculosis getms, 
why were deatha from pulmonary T. B. 106 
per 100,000 in London as compared with 100 
in New York? Is it that London’s milk 
supply has go long been of such bad char- 
acter that heredity immunity from its bane- 
ful effects has been attained in a marked 
degrée? . The. subject would seem worth con- 
sidering, if Dr. Copeland is quite sure that 
Lundon milk is as bad as he says; for these 
statistics, of the City Health Department 
cover a period prior to his having been in- 
strumental in England’s taking steps to elim- 
inate ‘‘’polwoned milk,” such as he found to 
be in ude when he was there*last year. 

He sdyé; ‘‘ And now we have the lowest 
death rate (infantile) in the world, and be- 
cause we have pure milk." He must refer 
to later statistics than I can find, as his 
own bulletin shows that in 1920 London ‘had 
a lower rate than New York. Moreover, 
London has far from the lowest. rate in the 
world, so that he must have had in mind 
only great cities such as may reasonably be 
compared with London and New York.

CAPTURES FEATURE} 


Hildreth for Second Time Sad- 
dies Winner of Olympic Sell- 
ing Stakes at Jamaica. 


The fourth running of the Olympic 
Selling Stakes, worth $3,225 to the 
winner, was the chief attraction of the 
racing at Jamaica yesterday, but the 
Summer-like weather probably had more 
to do with coaxing forth some 9,000 en- 
thusiasts,. A liberal sprinkling of straw 
hats and filmy feminine finery on the 
lawn and inthe club house gavé the 
track its first tint of Summer. The con⸗ 
ptinued spread of the coughing epidemic 
among the horses quartered at the 
track, which has caused so many 
scratches since the opening of ‘the sea- 
son in the metropolitan district, again 
caused a free wielding of the blue 
pencil. Naturally this marred the racing 
to a degree, but.not sufficiently to spoil 
an enjoyable afternoon's sport. 

Sam_C. Hildreth, for the second time 
in four years, saddled the winner. of 
the Olympic SeNing Stakes. Edgar 
Allan Poe, the four-year-old bay gelding 
which ran such a. disappointing race 
recently, virtually towroped the field, 
taking the lead as soon as the barrier 
wes sprung anu steadily increasing 
throughout the six-farlong journey to 
win by five lengths ‘from Gladiator, 
which, in turn, was a length and a half 
in front of Dream of the Valley. 

Sixteen’ horses originally -had been 
entered in this event, but nine of them 
were scratched. The seven which ac- 
cepted the issue furnished plenty of food 
for thought among those speculatively 
inclined. There was a wide divergence 
of opinion’ amo ns the talent regarding 
the chances Edgar Allan Poe, 
Gladiator and Dream of the Valley. 
They finally were supported in that 
order, Oe a others in the field virtually 
being Boos up. As a result Edgar 
Allan ‘oe's victory was a popular one. 

Edgar Allan Poe Lively. 

As the horses were parading before the 
grahd stand just prior to going to the 
post, Edgar Allan Poe was so full of 
running—that Jockey Sande could not 
hold him and the gelding broke from 
the lime’ to canter the two furlongs to 
the starting line. The preliminary exer- 
cise did him no harm, a fact attested to 
by the subsequent running of the race. 

In’ winning the event, the Rancocas 
stable’s entry made the best time ever 
recorded for the stake, covering the dis- 
tance in 1:11 4-5, four-fifths of a.sec- 
ond better than the time made by Out 
the Way in 1919 and Torchbearer in.1920, 
and within two-fifths of a second of the 
track record for the .distance,.1:11 2-5, 
made by Tryster last year. 

On the whole, the speculators had an 
———— outing, for three favorites fin- 
ished in the van. Besides. Bdgar Allan 
Poe, Henry G. in the first race and 
Crystal Ford in the third were the pop- 
‘ular choices that showed the way to 
their. fields. 

Small fields, of course, ruled again. 
The largest went to the post in the first 
and fourth races, when seven horses 
started in each of these events. In the 
second race there were only three start- 
ers and in the third there wére just two. 


Sammy Kelly Breaks Down. 


In the fifth race, a claiming event 
at a mile and a sixteenth, Sammy Kelly, 
which ha een an equal choice in the 
betting with Orderly, broke down at the 
three-sixteenth pole, but gamely finished 
the distance and was second to Orderl 
It is doubtful, however, that San fy 
Kelly would have done better €ven 
though hé had met with no mishap, for 
Orderly was rated along in the van * 
the head of the stretch and Jockey E.

Schwartz for the sole purpose . of 
bandling fraudulent bonds of the Fire 
Brick Company. With others, they were 
recently indicted for violation of the 
“blue sky” laws as a result of the 
Ifire Brick Company bond deals. 
Further claim is made in the petition 
that property of the Fire Brick Com- 
pany, which authorized a $1,000,000 bond 
issue, supposedly. secured by a first 
mortgage, was worth only $50,000 and 
that cash and negotiable property valued 
at $800,000, has been collected by Salz- 
man and Sehwartz in exchange for these 
bonds.
